Your letter of June 4th raises a very interesting point. 
The prominent instanmee of a country which is practically unlnow 
save for its coins is that of Bactria, and the facts concerning the 
situation can best be obtained from the Pritish Museum Catalogue 
of the coins of the Greek Scythic kings of Bactria and India, which 
I believe you will find in the Bibrary of the University of your town. 
Perhaps you will obtain enough, however, from Head's "Historia 
Numerun', pp. 33ff. Of course, there are a number of cities whose 
coinage is the only evidence we have of their existence. There are 
many towns in Spain, in Thrace, where the names of some of the 
Tulers, the so-called dynasts, are the only evidence that we have | 
of their existence. In Paeonia there are a number of tribes whose 
issues alone give evidence of their existence, 


In the Mohammedan series, I know of no dynasty of which the coins 
are the only evidence. We doy however, find a few eoins with names 
of rulers, governors, or their dates, not recorded in history. 


I think there are also a few mints not recorded historically. 
In the Chinese and Annamese series there are coins not assignable to 
any known ruler, rebel, or usurper. There are some West China and 
Centr ian coins of the origin of which little or nothing is known, 
‘There ma ‘be some later Roman coins issued by personages history 
doe mention. In the Roman Repulbican series we find names of 
10t mentioned in history. I know of no Mediaeval or
